-I, Little Genrps-rtretrt, in tb* city of 
Wettmimler, end now residing ai Ko 2, 
Lower Abbey-street, in lite city of Dublin, 
Lsiiuu*, who, being duly swore, depoeatb 
anil e-sith : 1 ill p remit it a meeting held 
lit a place called the Rath of Mutt*£hma*t, 
in Ibe county of Ktldare, on Sunday, the 
lit day of October instant, Th* Mid 
meeting wna for tbe purpose of fortrswlng 
tha agitation for the repeal of the Leguw 
Inttve union between Great Britain, and 
Ireland, and wi» called together by 
nllcardn posted in Dublin, and in jjaajaj 
I passed through on the road from Dublin 
to the plane of meeting. The said melting 
consisted of a nut number of 



amounting, at I believe, to upwards of 
thirty thousand. I uw large bodies of 
persons among the said meeting who name 
in regular order or proceiaitm, beaded by 
bands of music, the member* of many 
whereof were dressed in fancy costume of 
various kinds ; and I alio aa*r aerersl 
persons at the place nf meeting with paper* 
i"n H to I heir bats, on whkfa pa pen ware 
printed the words 'O'Conmll'i PoKe*,' 
and alavej in their handa. I aw Daniel 
O'Connell, of Memon-square, in the city 
of Dublin, barrister, at chairman of lbs 
said meeting; and I alto at* it tb* Mad 
meeting Thorn*. H. Ray, Doctor Oray 
(whose Christian name I ban bsM 
informed and br Sieve to be John), Thoaaaa 
Steele, add many otheil. I heard the 
»id Daniel O'Connell, soon after he took 
the chair, address the aaid meeting to tha 
effort following, that is to tay— ' At Tare 
1 protested against the Union ; to-day I 
repeat the pmtest at Mullagrnaiat. I 
declare sole ia njy my thorough conviction, 
as a constitutional lawyer, that the union 
ia totally void in point of principle and of 
constitutional fare*. I tell you 
iwrtion of the empire had the 
power to trample on tha rights and 
liberties of the Irish people. The Irish 
Parliament was instituted to make law*, 
and nnt legislatures i it waa instituted to 
act under the constitution, and not anni- 
hilate it. The delegation from the people 
was confined within the limits of the con 
stitntion, and the moment the Parliament 
went beyond if, and destroyed the consti- 
tution, that instant it annihilated its own 
powers, but could not annihilate ||sa> im- 
ruoital spiiit ut liberty, which belonged a* 
a rightful inheritance to the people of Ire- 
land. Take it, (hen, from me, that the 
union ia void," And I heard Ifae Hid 
Diniel O'Connell, in another part of the
